The game was played 
in Shotwell Stadium 
in 
Abilene. 
The Pipers will advance to 
the Regional playoffs and will 
meet tne Seagraves Eagles in 
Big Spring Friday night at 
7:30. 
The Pipers completely 
dom inated the first half 
allowing the Bears only 13 
yards in total offense and no 
first downs while rolling up 20 
points with 14 first downs and 
240 total yards offense. 
But the big Bear team 
came back in the second half 
to score two touchdowns, 
picking up 12 first downs and 
172 yards total offense, while 
holding the Pipers to no first 
downs and 34 yards on of­ 
fense. 
Delbert Thompson, who 
scored one of the Piper touch­ 
downs and ran a two-point 
conversion, was the night’s 
leading ground gainer with 93 
yards in 21 carries. He picked 
up 76 of these in the first half 
on 14 carries. Stanley Jones 
was next for the Pipers with 
81 yards in ll carries and one 
touchdown. He got all 81 of 
these yards in the first half on 
nine carries. 
Top ground gainer for 
Baird was Mark Lucas with 
51 yards in 12 carries. Baird 
picked up 104 yards passing 
in the second half, completing 
seven of 20 passes for the 
night.
